trict. Hv received from tho Government 
astring and a half of cash (about 1 fr. 20 
centimes) and a measure of rice (35 or 40 
kilos), for each mau per month, and he 
was, besides, authorised to lovy a tax on 
tho passigo of all merchandiso, amounting 
to 1 tien upon cach carrier of merchandise, 
other than opium and castor oil. The 
latter paid B tien per load of 64 catties, The 
duty on opium was collected by another 
Chinese and amounted to 1 tael for -cach 
100. When a large consignment of castor 
oil or opium passed through, the military 
chief furnished an escort to. the’ next 
tation, and the owner of the merchandise 
paid him for its protection upon its atrival. 

It is easy to seo that these auxiliaries, so 
badly paid by the’ Government which om- 
ploys them, are obliged, in order to supply 
their needs, ty extort monoy from the 
bearers of “merchandise, who are obliged 
to pass through the place in order to reach 
Hanoi. As no control really exists and
